FREE SPEECH IN WASEINGTOK. 

WASnwQTOJf, D. C, Sot. 28, im. 

SLAVERY has taken another advancing step, and this time 
it is Free Speech which has been stricken down in the 
Capital of the Country. I allude to the case of Dr. Breed, 
referred to in my last letter. The main facts^ agreed to by 
all parties, are as follows : A gentleman who has lived in 
peace and respectability in Washington for the last seven 
years — who has had high office under successive administra* 
tions — a Quaker-— calls upon a neighbor upon business. 
He there meets a stranger, and is introduced to him. The 
two pntlemcn talk of John Brown — get excited-— both say 
extravagant things — get <soo\ afterward — make up — shake 
hands, and part. The next day, one of the parties is arrested 
for the expression of his sentiments respecting Slavery, and 
he is forced to take his choice of a prison, or give $2000 
bonds to keep the peace for a twelvemonth ! No man swore 
that he was afraid Dr. Breed would attack him; not only 
that, but the iuan (one Dr. Camp) who instigated the arrest of 
Dr. Breed, himself tlireatcncd tlie life of Dr. Breed if ho 
dared to utter certain sentiments respecting Slavery. Your 
correspondent attended the trial before Justice Down, and is 
forced to say thi t it was a farce from beginning to end. The 
two witnesscst coveredl each other's tracks in their testimony; 
one of them swore positively that he did not believe either 
of the gentlemen (Van Cnmp and lirccd) knew what they 
f^r»Jd — that they were much excited — and that he did not 
» appose Dr. Breed meant what it is alleged he said. It was 
evident to every body present that it was simply an angry 
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priv£kte <Ii»euii«ion betircen two persons who call thenftclvcs 
guntlcmen. Dr. Breed utterit/ denied before Justice Down th» 
uUermice of the fmtitfumUi imputed to Aim ; aud none of bid 
frtencb berer who know hira to be a Noti'BtssisUint on principle, 
for a moment credited tlie statement of Van Camp. Justice 
Down seemed to have no idea of law or justice, for he bound 
Dr. Breed to keep the peace in the sum of $2000, on the 
ground that if ho had uttered bis sentiments before slaves, or 
a white audience, it would have endangered tlte peace of the 
community ! Wliat an insolent defian<^ of all law and jus- 
tice ! In the court room a gang of ruffians was gathered, and 
threats were openly and loudly made to take the life of Dr. 
Breed on the spot. One man cried out in open court, " Xrct'd 
hang him up when he goes out!" aud no man reprimanded 
the scoundrel for his offence. The Star very candidly admits 
that if the police had not been present in strong numbers, 
Dr. Breed would have been in danger. This affair did not 
occur in Virginia or Naples, but in the capital of the United 
Slates 1 Henceforth Washington is to be set down as a spot 
where Freedom of Speech is not allowed.

EVERY body in Virginia knows, or ought to know, that 
slic hoit a set of laws for the especial government of 
her negro population, bond and free, one of which males it 
an indictable offence, punishable by Jtne and imprisonment, 
to ytVe utterance to Abolition language and sentiments. Wo 
know that in the so-called Free States this interdict is 
severely commented uj>on ; but if tlicy will persUt in sending 
their emissaries among us to corrupt our negroes and entice 
tlicra away from their owners, they dcscr\'e thcmsclvtwi what- 
ever odium may be attached to such a law, the necessity for 
enacting which they have enforced upon us. All we ask of 
strangers coming among us from those States is implicit 
obedience to our laws, be they good or evil in their eye ; if 
they arc not prepared to yield it, let them pack up and quit 
our borders ; otherwise Uiey are to expect no immunity for 
their disobedience. The thing is very simple, and cannot 
possibly be misunderstood, wo should think, even by a cra^y 
Abolitionist. Yet instances of a disrcgtinl of this provision 
of our municipal code are by no means unfrcqucnt ; and two 
have occurred here since tliat of S. Danncbcrg, which we 
mentioned a few days ago. One was tliat of a clerk in a 
store, a young Scotchman, who strongly advocated the con- 
duct of Old Barabbas Brown. His employer, having more

On doing so, 
the crowd beaune very mucJi excited, and told him he had 
better leave Lexington and the State. We are ali*o told that 
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iut reoeiTed an mmjmom letter, slgnedf * Hatty Qlxzms/ 
wmmlag Mm to leave within three ^ny&, with a threat of sam* 
marjr i»<:^ures hetog used to <^eet bim if hvs failed to complj. 
He and came to Conngton, on Saturday, where he met 
aoaoe of the employes of the railroad, who pretended to 
aympathia^ with him» hut soon advised htm not to stay longer 
in Kentudcy. He haa left for Uie West, although he would 
have preferred remaining in Kentucky, had it not heen for 
thia intolerant and persecuting spirit* Brown is spoken of 
by the superintendent of the Lexington and Danville Bail* 
road as a sohcr, intcUigent, and steady man.'^ ~~ ConBrmed 
by 3Ek)u»sville Democrat, Koveroher 80.

Svu Press Soutlj. 

A FREE PRESS is ab.solutely essentinl to the prosperity 
of Free Institutions. Tlic more advancfitl in true 
Rt;pul)licnni.sm the Nortli becomes, the more tuitnimnieHed 
bticouieri her prc5^, not from legal restriction.^ only, but from 
that tyranny of public opinion which pyevail> more or les-S in 
every country in Christendom. IVIen arc no lonjjer ofTentkd 
when their family journal utters thought.'? uncongenial to their 
own, but, on the contniry, very frequently .support the orgaas 
of antagonistic theoric.4 and pariie?. It hasr been discovered 
that the echocn of our own voices are not the only plea.'sant 
sound,** in the Universe, and that the utterances of men the 
nic^t oppo.sed to u.s in creed are very often the .sources of our 
mstiu-eist convietion.s. Editor.'^ who d:ire to difler with their 
party and their readers are now no umi.'suul phenomena. In 
the North the greatest liberty of the prcs.s prevails. Our 
mo.st cherished Institutions, cn-eds, and reputation,? arc every 
wlu re unsparingly criticised by it. And yet, wc find that 
" ever tilt; truth comes uppernu)-;t : " that tho oidy impreg- 
n:ibU; bulwark of Truth i.s i(s uwn {'ntlt'slniclilfle mitttre ; and 
that all artificial defences of it are only scaftblding.s that hide 
its Kmeline;.s, not ramparts that protect it. 

But in the South no such Freedom of the Press exists. Ten 
printed words against Slavery would be the death knell of 
any newspaper in the Southern States, excepting in St. Louis,

Free Soil ; or to the condiiet of the rnirums who. when Caseins 
iVf. Clay was siek, tln-ew his prnuinif pr'r,-*^ into iIm? river. 
The histDry of the Kan,-as .•>!niu'^u'it' will .-tiliifi* to illu-tnue 
the truth. For sayiiii''. nu-rrly, that it w;(s jiot ri.L'ht for fht? 
Missonrians to voti> in Kansas, the Park'«villf I^iiininary. and 
the Leavenvv(jrth Ti-rritorial Iu*|*isler, were thrown inio ijji; 
river by a njob ; for violatinir the blftek "laws" of KatL-^^a";. 
which made the ntieruaee of Anti-Slavery oiiinsons a Pcnitv-n- 
tiary oUence, the ICansas Free State, and the Il<'raiil of 
Freedom were de«troyed by a Sheri)}"s olHcial posxr. A 
newspajier :\t (.)saw:ittonrK\ al?o doomed to d<r.-irnefion, was 
only preserved by the faet that i\ {|natuiiy of ivhi.-key was 
fonnd near the {daee wJiere the types were ennrcaled. 

The most recent ilhistraiion of the )iair<'d of thj* Slave 
Power to a Free Press, was the drstruetion of ihi; niVicf of the 
Frtre .'^outh. at Newport. Kentueky. Win. Shrrve Uai!<;y, 
the editor, is one of the trnf.'-t lu-nics (»!" the pri-ss tli.-it 
America has seen. We do nut know wh<-re to lind his 
ecpial. either now or at any forfncr period of our hi-;Iorv. A 
meehanie, without wealth or ediieatiem, but irj<pired by the 
holy itiea that iniderliej* the Anti-SIav-ry niovfinent. In-, with 
liis wife aJsd children, have stnitftjied <lnrin;,' many li>;ij,' years 
to teach it in Kentucky. We visiied iIumu thn-e or funr years 
ago. Three of his d.nnghters and one or two of his sons — 
five in nlK if wc remember riglitly — were working in the 
printing ollicc as cotn[>nsitors. They were then publi'^hing ti 
daily paper, The NeW|iort News. Th»'ir home and boar4 
gave evidence of the greate.-t poverty. With one half the

After a hearing, in the niid^a of great excitement, and 
fr«q«enl threats of whippingit from the crowd, he was ttgaln discharged, 
the wiutess who was summoned ag:tinst him stating tliai ho knew nothing 
at all to implicate him. Subsc^juenily another warrant was obtaineiL 
aecusine him of being an Abolitionist^ a suspicious character, and of 
tampermg with slaves. As before, there was nothing found Against him 
on this oecASion ; but he was thrown into a miserable jail, in a ecU with 
three prisoners, one charged with raurder, and there k^ifA from four 
o'clock on Saturday to twelve o'clock on Monday. V/hen liberated he was 
otdered to leave town by the next train, only about twenty minutes after. 
At the hotel he found (hat his box of books had been unpacked, the papers 
torn of, and one of them stolen. He asked for time to re>pack his books, 
Mvd to collect the money due htm in the place, but this was refused, and 
he was obliged to leave with his books tumbled into a box, and his bills for 
books uneoltectcd. Mr. WiUtams ictates that on all the route of the rail- 
road he was pointed at as a suspicious person, until he reached a Fre* 
State, or uesur enough to lie vltbin the influence of civiU*aiion. Mr. Wil- 
liams has since received, thru agh the Post Office, a leuer which was first 
sent to Korth Carolina, and subite<|uently forwarded to this place. It had 
heett broken open and read by these censors of Southern mails. ~ Chester 
County Times, copied into Lancaster (Pa.)

It is no excuse or ajwlogy for such overt 
acts m IiAve been lately peqietratcd in Savannah, that the

M*Klttncy*d type, appointed a committee to whip Mr.

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HirKinflie^ audi ft companion of hU, both luiving prcviottsl/ 
been lodged in jail. Mr«. arKiimcy wanted to enter m 
Jail witli Iter husband, but w&i forced back by tlic raob, attd 
oompeiloti to await the mult ouieido of town. AAer 
darkt $even men came and opned the jail, and took tho 
prleoncrs out; then, after div««ling them of all their clothjo|^ 
excepting ahlrt and pantaloon*, they bound their wrists finnljr 
with oord«, and one held the cord« while a second took a cow- 
hide, and administered ten lashes ; then another and another, 
till they had administered seventy lit^hes. Ttie other, Wil« 
liam Blunt, was next taken in hand, and served in tlie tame 
way,— 'receiving eighty b«he$. The shirt« of both were cat 
into ribbons by the raw-hide. They were then unbound, and 
leh to seek their company. Bruised, mangled, and bleedings 
lh«3«e witsiched men staggered to the place where Mrs. 
M'Kinney waft waiting for them. Tlieir backs were one 
mass of clotied blood and gore, and brttiaed and mangled 
fJe«h. Mr. Blunt is a licensed mitmter of ilic Campbellite 
persuasion, and for twenty-four years ha^ been a citixen of 
Orecn <Mi«nty, Wisconsin. The old Democrat ha» seat a 
long memorial to the Wisoonifin Lcgislaitire on the subject of 
hm experience among Im Southern brethren, and asking r&* 
drcs« for the wrong* and outrages received at the hands of 
the authorities of Ttxm.

Ho 
ftiecepled the challenge in good faith, and the debate took 
place, with no untwual circum»tfince*, al>out «ix mile* frotn 
Bisthany, the county seat. Immediately aft<'rwi*rdjf| Mr. 
Howe waa arretted. A man evening three thousand dollars 
^tth of iflaves had made affidavit that he wa* ** an Aboli* 
tknist,'* and demanded his ine^kfceratjon in Uje penitentiary, 
A prosecution so evidiontly maUciotia and abuurd did not 
iilftrtni Mr. Howe antil hia return to town, when he fouttd 
thai ail the lawyers, witli one exception, \\^A'comUmd to re- 
fttie to defend him. Out of ihis combination were selected 
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W. G. Lewis, Circuit Atlotney, mn\ J. W. Ww«tt, to condnc* 
tJje pn>$«cution. The one exception vea» O. L. Abbott^ 
a nallvo of tJii« Stale, md a grnttualc of the Albany I>aw 
ScbwU H« otidertook Mr. Howe's defence, btu was al- 
lowed no time for prepnration. NolwithsiatuUng ha offered, 
in b«half of the prisoner, any amount of bail, and ajkcd thai 
Iho examination wight be postponed, ho vtm com|>eHcd to go 
on ifflmediately, without Imving had an hour's lime to a«ccr* 
tma tho nature of the case or obtain evidence, and that, too^ 
in r<jga«! to an offence hitherto unknown to the record of 
crime ! During the f>xaininalion, the court sustained every , 
o^bjcction made by the prosecuting attonicyi to quetittion^ which 
were all-important to the interctfl* of the defence. The de- 
fendant wa« required to produce all the testimony in hi« 
behalf in court at midnight I At one o'clock, however, t&o 
Judge, for hl4 own convenience, having other buaine^a eoming 
oa in the morning, con*cnicd to a jjostponcmcnt for two day». 
In Uie mean tiur., ail the JtHucnce^ thai could be oxcrted to 
embarra^ the defence were rciiortcd to. When the trial vtm 
resumed, the town wtw filled witli people from all part* of 
the county. The largo court room w&i deniMsly erowdcd. 
Tit© evidence closed late in the afternoon. Mr. Abbotl 
summed up hi» ca*e, a*8i»tcd, »inc© no lawyer woufd assist 
him, by Rev. John S. Allen, who, though a Slaveholder him- 
self, wad not willing to see \m town di*grac«d by «uch tyranny 
against Free Speech. Judge Lewis followed in a fiuuilical 
Pro-Slavery tirade againfil the priitoner, hl« counsel, ♦* inccn- 
diaries," and ** Abolitionists " in general, and the cam waa 
i;tibmiited for decision. That dewion will bo looked for witJ» 
hiiere«tf even at this diatancc from the seene, Th« mW 
wilb which Mr. Ho«e m charged is defined as "utimntf 
mm^x^ the tendency of which is to excite any shivc to in*o- 
lence and insubordination,** (Mi»»o\iri S., vol. 1, p. 530,) 
althongh »t was nhowr. in evidence that there wa» not a negro, 
bond or free, within two miles of the place of debate I The 
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peoalty for ihia oflTencc is five yem' imprisonment at haM 
labor in the penttentinry. During and since the trial, tlirents 
have been freely mndc of " tar and feathers " against Ujc 
priiioner's counsel, and variouA attempts made lo inttmidato 
aad drive him from the place. — Albany Evening Jouroat,

A YEAR ago last May, Mr. Perloy Scaver, of Oxford, 
Um., who has formerly worked for W. A. Wheeler, 
Samuel Fiagg, and others of thi« city, and P. B. Tyler, of 
Bpringficld, went to -« — , North Carolina, to conduct a steam 
WW mill Ho wa« a good, quiet, religious man, always en- 
gaged in his work, and not interfering in others' business. 
By hi» industry and economy he Imd bought a Uou«e, and 
was snugly settled there, aa ho thought, for life. As there 
WW no prcaebing or olbar religious cxcrcifte in the pla"-^; Mr. 
Seavcr wa« wont to call bis neighbors togetlier m (ht Sab> 
bath t<^ rtsad the Bible and hear a sermon. It was soon 
rumored in the little vilkge, although the rumor was un> 
known to ttim^ "tbat Seaver preached Abolition sermons,** 
and on Saturday night, Christmas eve, ho was waited on at a 
little after one o'clock — ratljcr early on Sunday morning 
tliat was — by ft largo delegation of his neighbors* At first, 
he reflised tbem admittimce ; but as Utcy gave tlteir names «a 
some of the mo«t respectable persons in the neighborhood^ 
and threatened to break in the door, ho struck a light and 
admitted them. They demanded his boobs and pajmrs, and 
he showed th^m. They then asked for bis private htusup 
and they rtm»ackcd all his correspondence with his family. 
Utey then asked how many negroes had ever attended his 
religious meetings. Ho told them 0ve. They told Mr. 
Scaver they did not consider him a safe man io live there, 
and ho must leave. Ho offered to go on Monday morning 
if they would buy his j)roperty. This tliey refused, but told 
him he might have twenty days to sell out, but that durisig 
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that time no megroos mu«i be men on hb premim. My,

thai he waa now undergoin|c bia examination. He read aeveral extracia 
flpom Helper** work, commenting on them in a dear, forcible and telling 
manner. Ilia remarka on the waya and meana of aoolUhing Slaverr, aa 
«et forth in the * Iiunending Crifia/ were very aarcaaticalty commented on, 
and were much apiAauded by tiie targe audience pretent. He read (wm 
thf> * Impending Criaia* the namea of Cheerer, Chapin, and Bellowa, of 
the dcr^ of the North, aa being engaged in the advocacy of thoae prin- 
' dples wMch were to diamcmber this Itepublic, and the name of the B«v. 
Daniel Worth «l^ a Southern co4ab(>rer. It wna extremely difficult to 
reatrain the applause during the delivery of the remarka of all the leitat 
gentlemen who «poke<-*the Court fr«<)uenUy interfering, and insisting 
tipivn order being observed. X*revious to the remarka of luibrrt McLean, 
Bso., the pTiRoner delivered hia defence. He attentpted to argue the evil 
of Slavery, and to try and conviree the Court that he was right in preach* 
ing against it. He waa tw ie# reout«ted by the Court to stlek to the poiiil 
at iaaue; that t^ry tGore tittt Aereiolift«H to a di»u*»ion on Slamy. but to 
bear what he had to aay in reply to the chargea brought ugainiti him of 
violating the lawa of North Caiolina. The pro«e<?ution rettue^'ted the 
Court to let him go on. The prisoner then conUnued hia remarka at eon* 
alderable length on Abolition, mtii M« Covtri (old AiVn (Aat it had ttttmed 
tang atough to that utroin, and deaired him to apeak a« to the charae< 
brought asalnat htm. The pHaoner then upoke aa to h!« courae havmg 
been cor,ai»tent with hia calling aa a preacltcr and aa a man: that when 
ho heard there wa* a warrant out for hia arreat, he had started for thic 
place to aurrendcr himaelf ; that in hia preaching and practice, he had 
only been doing what other* ia the $ute had long ago been doing unmo* 
leated ; that he waa a peace man and a Union man ; that he aougnt not to 
diaaever the Union ; that he did not indorae all the aentimenta contained 
in Helper'a work : that he had formerly been a magi^tnite in thla county ; 
that he had been living in Indiana many yeara, and came back to North 
Carolina about two yearn ainoe. to benent the health of an invalid wife ; 
that that vtitif had died, and he had manied again, and had been engaged 
in preaching In «everal countlea since ; he waa not conteioua of having 
viotattd the lawa of the State, either in hia calling aa a preaither, or a« a 
ckcutator of • Helper'a Impending Crlaia."

Uail for the firtt waa otfered, 
hut up to the preaent time of writing, the other bail hmit not been obtained. 
It ia aaid tbaC ahould the pri«oner be releaaed on the above bail, he wilt

He la 0uent in apeeeh, 
and the general style and manner of hi« apeaking are caleulated to win 
attention. He did not appear to be at all embarraMed or frightened at 
bis poaiUon: on the contrary, he expressed hia ideas and onlnione with 
boldneaa and fearleacnesa. tie complained to the Court of the unfitneai 
of the jail for a prison, it being extremely cold weather, and no fire in the 
building; he had passed one night there, and was Atlly competent to ex- 
press an opinion on the subject. Mr. Worth was a man raised in this 
county, is Mxty>fire years old, and emigrated to Indiana and Ohio, and no 
doubt to Kansas.* Ho was in the Z.egisliiture of the first<uamea State. 
acUng as sub«chairman in the Convenuon that nominated Fremont for 
President, I was glad to see that mob law was not exercised on him ; but 
there Is no doubt but that the punishment prescribed for this oCTenee by ths 
taws of North Carolina will be fuUy meted out to him, whieh he and aU 
others dcsenre who engage in such nelUeh work. This man has been an 
eyesore to this community for eighteen months. Nothing but good feel* 
ittgs for the respectable familr who bear hi* name has prevented nlm (Vom 
incurring the same fate months ago. A clean sweep may now be expected 
by alt who advocate such vile doctrines as those disseminated. Any man 
who is found with a volume of tlte * Impending Crisis,' or the sequel to it, 
idll be held airicUy accountable how he came by it. I am fully satisfied 
that if the course is persisted in whieh has already been attempted by our 
Kortltem Abolitionists, the North will sutfer much in her trade with the 
Southern States, to say nothing of the political consequences attending it. 
It is as well to state that the punishment for the first oifence of this kind 
under the statute laws of North Carolina is thirty«nine lashes; for the 
second, it is death, as meted out to John Brown and his feltaw>as«ociatM 
at Harper's Ferry.'*

Tltrcc (iti,y$ tiftcr his incarceration Mr. Worth wrote a let- 
ter, from which wo imik© an extract, to show what mmtner 
of mati he is whom the iSlave Power \m threatened with 
impri^nment and the pillory : 

" I have been three day* incarcerated in tbia jail on cbatKoa of a breach 
of the criminal law* of thi» State, in ereachlnff and «elUng incendiary 
booka, Helper'* Impending Cri»i«, &c The excftement on my preUmloa- 
ty trial vtn$ gx^u I plead my own cauae, but three t.<twy«r« were agaimtt 
me. My bontU were ft-t cd at ten thowiwnd dollars -~ a nry modest »ttm in 
which to bind a preacher. My iMtcurltie» will file my bo«d« ihi« afternoon, 
when I shai! a^ain h^vc temporary liberty. My trial wilt eoinc on in 
April, and, thot^H consciou* of no ofTenco against any just law, not even 
Against the law* of Korth Carolina, in con»#«ti»ence of the greai prejudice, 
Added to the trtmendou* escitement, 1 can hardly hope to escape. I'ho 
puniahmentt if convicted, I* pillory, whipping, and tmpriisowmenl. Yc«- 
terday, the annive«ary of the Savfeur'a Advent, I dpcni in mv pri«on in. 
reading my Bible and prayer. I neemed to he&r my Saviour** voice asking,

Mr. Worth was fiaally released oa bail of S3,(H)0, 
I which he now (July 4, 1860) proposes to forfeit, if he can 
laise that sum in the North. He got out of jaii oti a motion 
ibr a new trial. If he laiU in raising that amount, he will 
return to North Ckiswlina, to be imprisoned aiiti Inshedi Ho 
«»cled a speech, reeently dcUysred in New York, in these 
words: 

*' Beferrins; again to tho character of the law, he stated the facta in re- 
lation to a Congregational «htirch in Korth Carolina^ which had aa one of 
their honda of union an article refuting to Slaveholdem mcmhmhip with 
fbem. Thle fact becoming tmown, aotne of their leading memher« wero 
indicted, and the paittor comi»ett«d to flee for hi« life. Woutd thit ao4i> 
taoe tell him of d^ipotJam in Austria or und«>f Kaisoleon } They need not 
travel over the water to find it. If that wa« not dest^otiam thoy had no 
S(i«d of aueh a word in our vocahttlary. But such was the law of tho 
Chrifttian State of North Carolina, where m$mher» of the Church love the 
IiOtdJfe«u«Chri«t and »eUhi« image. . . . He thought ^ea«dienc« should 
be convinced that to find intolerance and fettered speech it wa» not nece*- 
aary to go to France or Austria.

Templing as ihe field is, wc will not enter it, but leave it 
for the old hero's biographers. One or two incidents arc all 
that wc can give here. 

— The Oxford (Mississippi) Mercury, January 2-1, saya: 

" Coniidcrablo excitement wai pruduccd in our neighboring town of 
Ab',j€ville, last Sunday ami Monday, by a ttanR of ten pe4lcr«. Some 
Dtariex reprevent them to u< an having l>een Iriih or Oertnnn, nnd other* 
ihni they were Abolitionlisw. entlcaTorina to «tir up an innurrcction. TAe 
nfighlwrhiHKi htcam^f grrtttlj/ alanntA xehtn the;/ apfient ed, as «a many of 
that kind of trader* do not often travel together. They were, the •*notc 
fen, arrested on Monday, and l^iken to .\bbcville and examined, but no 
jjtrtiof v«s elieitrd aytiiittt t^tm, except that devcrat were operating ^Hlh- 
ovit license. They tr«re ordered to Uare the State kUHui a ^iten time." 

— The Baltimore Clipper, of November 11, says: 

Friday night U«l, a negro man belonging to Washington Waller, Esq., 
of Somerset county, Md., was shot dead by putrol of white tapix in Dames 
Quarter District. The circumstances, as wc, learn from the Union, were 
(Aibstantially as fultnws: On Thursday night an alann of insurrection and 
murder was given at a meeting house in the ncighburhood. lite cangre> 
gation were at prayers at the time the alarm was given. The prayers 
wer« forgotten, and the utmost confusion and excitement prevailed. Ths 
benches wpre broken up for clubs, and with these, and such weapons as 
the men could obtain at the time, they scoured the neighborhood, hut 
finding nothing ui>on which to vent their indignation, they disiwrscd, still 
under grc.it excitement. The following night & patrol was organised, and 
with guns, clubs, and other weapons, they proceeded under great excite- 
ment to ftcarcb the hvits of the free negroes in the neighborhood ; at one 
of these huts the unfortunate negro was found- He was attempting to 
escape when firetl upon by the excited crowd, who mistook him for an 
insurgent. The shut pierced his Iwek, taking effect In his lungs and 
bowels, B.i<J protlucing instant death." 

— Tiie Baltimore Kepublioan, November SO, says: 

"C« Svmday last, an incendiary letter was picked up in St. Michael's, 
which purports to give the outlines of an extcndetl in»urrectionarY move- 
ment in Maryland and Virginia. It stales the very improhablo fact that 
over I'i.OtXl men are engaged in the crusade, who can instantly recognise 
each other by a look in the eyes whenever they meet.

Sliuttcrft were closed and ligiitn extinguinhed in quick time. 
The excitement continued until ten o'clock, when it was 
ascertained that the sentinel had mistaken a cow for a man ;

rpiIE enslavement of the frc9 ncgroea of the Comraon- 
X wealth is a measure which seems to be very popular in 
this region. The policy in this connection, which is not 
favortid here, is the immediate enslnvemcnt of that c\ass, so 
as (0 avoid a dtmmuti'on of the reprtstnitaU've basis, ichtch 
tcouid result from the exodus of the free negro population 
wider « measure, grantiurf the altentaiive of ezempdcn or en- 
shvement icithin a specif c iim*<. Slaves constitute a basis of 
repri'scntation in tlie ratio of tlirec fifths, while free negroe.s 
rank with the Whites in this connection, so that the loss of a 
free ncgtx) would be equivalent to the loss of a white man aV 
a rcprestmtalive basis. Their enslavement, however, would 
involve but a comparatively small dimitmtion in this respect, 
for in tins condition they would occupy the three fifths stan- 
danl, and probably save to the Commonwealth the loss of on« 
Member of Congress, which would be inevitable under the 
jxilicy of voluntary emancipation or enslavement after tho 
lapse of a certniu period. Jmmediate cnslavemeni trowW, 
mirrenver^ add to the rojft'rs of the State Treasury : but I 
hnnily suppose thai such a consideration as tliis would w«i|ih

— The N. Y. Tribune, Nov. lt% pays: A bill has been 
intitxluced in the Tenntv-i.^ee Lefji.-il.'Uure to prevent free 
negroes travidlijjg on ihu railnnidr; in that Stattt, which pa?<.<;cd 
at the first rcadinj^. It pnjvldcs that thu Pre,'{idcnt who shall 
permit a free nogru to travel on any road within the jurisdic- 
tion of the State luulcr his suprrvi-iion, shall pay a fine of 
five hundred dollars ; any conductor permitting a violation of 
the act shall pay a fiii'^ of two hundred .and lifliy dollars ; pro- 
vided such frcf negro h not inuh^r the control and care of a 
free while citizen of Tennessee, who vouches for tlie charac- 
ter of said frei; negro in a penal bond of one thousand dollars.

The &no 
wa<t not paid, and on Monday 1a«i John ft'cott wan )Ui!d at Kikton, at public 
aale, tu the hiKhe«t bid-ter, for nine hundred and Neventv-iive dollars. He 
waa tsold a» a alave for life, and Ih no doubt ere thiit un niit way to a South* 
cm market. The purchajicr was a roan named Fairbank, from BalUmoro." 

— The mma able and patriotic journal of a nioro recent 
date ha.<i these judicioufi comments on a decision of the Vir- 
ginia Clourts : 

We have already called attention to a recent decision of the highest 
Court in Virginia, to be found in the XlVth roUunc of Grattan's Iteports, 
p. 132. just issued, in the case nf IJaily el al. agt. I'oindexter et al. It is 
of suiScient eonnequencc to merit a few further observations, and in stated 
as follovfs in a journal of that Stale : 

"Mr. I'oindexipr, beius the owner of a number of slaves, by his will 
gave the use of ihein to his wido^r during her life, and after her denth 
they were to be (rcp, at tfieir rhcfion, if thry preferred freedom to a public 
sile at auciifin. The Court, upojt full arsjument, extending over some 
ei;:hlv pasc*, dt-ctdfd that the clause of enianeipalion, al the election of 
thf ,^i:»vr«, wait an nuer nullity and void, and that the heirs might stiU 
iiuld them in bomlaKf, aiisigninft as a reason for this, that a slave has not. 
in ih»> eye of \hf law, ettii/ (tpal eicua or power of choice whatever, ana 
thpre.'nrr tbsit the-se slaves cannot perform the condition specified in Mr. 
I'nindrxter's will, that is, elect to be free. 

"The learned Court say that this total incapacity of the slave is the 
nwrijtflry conseejurnce of the system of Slavery, as undcri-lood and prac- 
tised in the .Slave States ; and further, thai this feature of the law cannot 
be abandoned or relaxed without endangerinjj the entire institution itself. 
They insist 'the slave ha~ no civil or social rights j ' that he can enter into 
no form of affrcemen' f- r his emancipation, and is without remedy for the 
breach of any such ajjreeweni, if anv be made and broken ; and hence ho 
can exercise no election for manumission ; and further, that his master 
cannot, by any possibility, clothe him with such a power, for the slave has 
no fr<?ii/ situi, no attribute of a man vmder law, no power, nt> choice or 
right ; that though 'he may elect to go info .'^l-tvery, he cannot elect to go 
out of it;' and that 'all the powers and faculiies'of the slave arc abso- 
lutrlv under the control of the master.' 

"The Judges who made the decision sbv the doctrine is upheld and 
fully sustained Hy the principles laid down l>y Chief Justice Taney in the 
case of Dred Scoit egt. .Sanford, 19 Howard. 

It is such extraordinary injustice as this, perpetrated under the forms 
of law, by «rave judici.nl authorities, that produces the nrofoundest im- 
pression wherever a seitiiwent of right pervades the public mind. It is 
tlie conduct of conservative .Stitilhern men — for we suppose Judges upon 
the flench must he so esteemed — in thus aggravating the features of 
{jjavery, by dcnyinsj to philanthropy the exercise of its beneficent Jmpvil- 
«e«, and, Ititte llv little, shutting out all hope for the slave through peace- 
»(jle methods, that gradually leads the public conscience to justify even 
violent and unl.iwful acts looking to the exiiurtion of the histiiulion. 
JIow can the South expect the sympathy rjf the world for acts of injustice 
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nt wUJch the dttllcit sense rpvuU* ? Thr South, jn it« rcnlic* to aUcg;i- 
tJoi»« of intUviJunl x»f miR ami outraKr nn thf p.irt «f .SlavenoWcm, nlwayt 
axMrt«th»t nuch urc ih«* cxrrjniimal fratiirp* "f the luMtiuitnn. Bui it 
can make no such ilcfiMicf the iinqui-Ntiourtl tlrcUion» of jt« 

hi{{hc»t hrgal TribunaW, ssich a* that wparc »"w rumii«p»iin8 on. Hero 
is cruelty in the concrete. Here ate wr<\n;{ an«l outrage jicrpctralcd by 
the civil' authuritv, actin}* umlcr M the r<<Ntr.^lut< and *u(f juniiic* of a 
tribunal from which therv- ir. no appeal, anJ wh'>5e actt stand the well- 
connidercti and dcHbcmic utterance of the Statr, This h no escqilion- 
oblc Injuclicc. Iiinthc injustice of eon»olirlai»'tl powr— the injustice of « 
whole community. ,\ud it i* vo5unt;iry, Kratutmus injustice. There i« 
no defence for it, such a« there in, or at iea»i it it pretended there h, in 
inainlaininR the Slave System, fr<Mn the nece-<ity of upholding the right* 
of. property intaci. For whal in here prevented i* the attempt of properly 
to reUn<}«ish its hold upon itn po»sesMon» ; the attempt of If untantty to 
diitcharge a duly imposed by a sense of Jtisticc. r<ir this act of injustice 
on the part of the Slate there is no defence, no reason in equity, or in 
policy even. It is sheer, undisguised, indefctisible tyranny over a subject 
rare. It i» the common habii of all tyrannies to seek to strengthen ihcnt- 
sclvcs by an iron harshness, llul lite ntetht>d has nwer mei with more 
than temporary success. The supjiorlers of Slavery in the Sotilh, in fol- 
lottim the old example, cannot fa»rly anticipate atiy thing di(Tcrenl fronx 
the old experience. In proportion to the violence" of wronc, comes the 
force of its relribuiions. In nKS'-^vatinj* the condition of the slave by 
fierce pnacinjrnis, and by cruel lecal 4eri«ions, the South is gradually 
forfeitinjj all claim upon the svmpathics of mankind, and destroying the 
fcelinjt of cotnn»i«craiion which would otherwise be its st.-»y in the fearful 
perils the future has in store. Let it be persuaded to moderation in it« 
course, both in resj)cel to its treatment of slaves by the civil suthortty, 
and in the spread of .Slavery, aivd il may al least measurably restore the 
hannony of feeling between the two sections of the country that its out- 
rageous conduct has of late years done so much to interrupt, 

— The Citicimj.nUi Gazcitt;, of January 4, says : 

" At the late session of the .Vrkansas Lcgislsiture, an act was passed 
(pving the free ne«roe< of that State the alternative of migratinjr before 
January I, ISRO, or of becoming slaves. As the time of probation hits 
now expired, while some few individual* have preferred sfrvtiude, the 



ward. ^^ «■ learn that the upward-bound boats arc crowded with them, 
and that Seymour, Ind., on the line of the Ohio and .Mississippi Railroad, 
alfords a tcmpi>rary home for others. A parly of forly, tnosllv women 
tind children, arrived in this city last eveninjt by'ihe Ohio and Mississippi 
Kailroad. They were weleomeii by a committee of ten. appointed from 
the colored people of the city, bv whom the refujjees were escorted to the 
Dumas Ilousf, on Me.Mlisier .s'treet, at which place n formal reception, 
was held. Thev were assured by the Chairman of the Ucccption Coin- 
niittee, IVtrr 11. Clark, thai if they were industrious .ind exemplary in 
their conduct, they would be sure to gain a good livelihood and nJany 
friends. The exiles, as before stat(?J, are mostly women and children, the 
husbatids and fathers being held in servitude. They report, concerning 
the emigration, tliat hundreds of the free colored men of Arkansas hare 
left for Kansas, and hundreds more arc about lo follow."

Not any of the Christian Aj»0!<tolie Epistle?, but a Vir^'inia 
Gubernatorial Letter, appeal-^ to be the guide of their actions 
in reference to visitors of Northern birth. The^e are ehargft<, 
we arc aware, not to be lightly made ; but aecu.'^aiions«, albeit, 
which wc undertake to prove — "out of their own niouth,«!." 
The preceding chapters have recorded ,*;everal instatices of 
the most inhafpitable treatment of ,<tninger.-, who have been 
*^ suspected" of preferring God and Hi,s freedom to the Devil 
and his Slavi-ry ; while in thi,> one we jiropcwc to record f^uch 
well-attested incidents only mi .show that without either statute 
or moral crime alicged, and without provocation given, 
Northern men have recently been banished ignomif.iously at 
the bidding of the caprice and the sectional hatred of the in- 
solent Slave Oltgavcliy :

Scarceli/ a day passes, that we do not hear of some itinerant, 
umhh to prove himself to be of reliable character, having been 
expelled from Southern eommttnifies. Here is the letter of 
the Virginia Govcnior : 



"My Bear Sir: 1 have time only to acknowlctlgc yovtrs. Say lo your 
father, and all others, that there arc serious times here.

They state<l, with 
true ehivalric politeness, thit they rej»relted to eomiu-l hiu» to leave, but 
ftpolo{fixed by addin:; that the slate of the limes denian^ied pronipt expul- 
mon. They concluded ih^ir interview by ursiuff him to (juit the plaee at 
once, intimatius:; that they could not be roponsible for hi* safety if he 
remained lonuer than twenty-four hours. .\ Iradsnct physiei:\n in the 
town, who had professed jireat friendship for Dr. Case., said to hin», in 
pariint;, ' If you had been introduced to our eitixens by the fJovernor of 
the State, and were as stanch .1 Jj^mocrat as any in Alabama, vo>i still 
cuisld not sustained au\id the excitement that now pervades al! classen

Sir : J see in your Time* of Monilay la»t I am pui down as one nf the 
unfortunate individuaU lalfly sent away from .'^uuth Carolina with a 
" new coal of tar ami feather*."

So 1 thou;;ht, but, ha^int* 
staid a while at my friend'*, and read his paper*, T wa* do UiV Way back 
to niv boardintj h<iu*e. ihinkiniJ, I believe, about Coleridge — somelhint* 
or yiher of hi* speculations — " ."^top 3 ntinute, if Von plea*?; tJoinR up to 
your rooni ? " ami bef-ire me were standlnj* Captain ."^.illi-y, M^jur (ilover, 
and one or twti other* I did not know. Meaninjt to pain the «ime of day, 
BU<1 not expcctiujt any i^uch visitor.*, 1 wa» unprepared fi<r rt ceivinR ctun- 
nany ; neverihelr**, I uladly accump-mird them U% my room, and, as po- 
lil«-ly a* I could, tfavc them seat*. " Item I We miitht ax Well commence 
busine»«," »aid Captain Salley. The re,\i assented ; and then he went on 
In !tay ihat they had been appointed a committee, by the eititen* of Oranjic- 
burj;,' lo infornj me that 1 mu»t leave the place in the next train. If he 
had »aid. Take a trip in the New York City aeron the Atlantic, I could 
noi have been more a»toni»hed, " You Mirnrise me." 1 sain ; and wanted 
to know the reaiion of *urh a course, Thi* wa» the contemptible ihinj; 
ofTered an »uch : " They had come to the eonclusion I wan no! exactly a 
proper person to be allowt-d anions them, on accoviut of niy political sen- 
timent*." How they knew mv pr<lijieal sentiments, wa«, of com lie, a myit- 
lery ; for no one ihe're knew 'hem. J5ut thev chose not to reaiion further;

with. They Rrantpel neither. I then appealed to them a« men endowed 
with reason; nhowed the cruelly and fgolishneitii of what they wcrn doing; 
but the onlv «n«w«?r to every lliintt was : "You mu»t expect the eonse- 
qmewes, or leave town by the next train," which wowld be in about two 
hours. They did, hoftcver, at la»t aRrec to collect my bills, and ({ive me 
money enoiiRh to pet to Charleston ; and having assured me I should not 
be troubled by a n»ob, left the room. 

I left it, too, a short time afterwards, considering it best to go where my 
own will n»i{jht control the ways and means of ray own bodv — this flesh 
and bones thai troubled them so, because it came from the far North. I 
thought it best to take care of it, and not let it get broken, or bruised, or 
covered over with ,*<outhern slime, mixed up with prickly cjuills. This is 
the sum and substance of the affair, though I might say a good deal more 
of other men who wrre sent out in the same way, and some, alas ! who 
got the " tiir and feathers." I do not blame all the ,Southerners, A good 
many I found whole-hcaried, noble souls, whose memory I shall alwavs 
chensh; but those men who sent me away, and the brainless hot-hcaJs, 
generally, there, I hardly know what to think of. I would have said noth- 
ing about them — not xvishing myself to be connected with their little, 
silly, villanous affair — but ihey hjive alrc.-idy put it in the papers; and it 
is only justice to myself and frirnds prompts me to give as much as I 
have, merely a [tUtiH statement af fuclt. — Mew York Times, December fl.

When firs' intprvogaicij he 
pare a* his name " Geo. W. .Smith," and said that he was a j)edlcir, 
aUhoUfsh he had no goods in hi* iinssrssion. After liis arrest he said that 
hi* name was " Nicholas Milchcll," and that he \\m from RAltimitre, and 
on his way to Wheeling. He said that he was at Harjjer's Vcrry two or 
three weeks sro, and earno from that jwini dircetly up the V.-iDey of 
Yirpnia to Botetourt county. It was thoniiht proper here t" lod^e'hioj 
in jail nntil it covild be ascertained who he is, and what he has oeen about, 
and is now after. This point is certainly not on any known route between 
Ilaltunurc and Whcelinj!;. The fellow has but one arm, hi< ri^jht arn^ 
having been taken otf near the shoulder; he says that he lost it in the 
Mexican war ; th.M in that war he hclonscd to the f'iflh Ucjjimenl of Indi« 
nns Volunteers. He is about five feet and ten inches in heifsht, has dark 
hair and eyes. Iff ts ertdfntli/ a I'lSfiA-rcyVom his perulictt aecent, liitd ha$ 
the (tppcarance afheiny rettiiy /aritny tlttn^ tlrsj^erettr or illsrrptitalil/!. lie 
may have been enKa^ed in the" amiable buhiness of shootinj; tjniel citizens 
ftl the polls in Baltimore at the late election, or in the equally exciting 
occupation of eutiein|{ negroes off upon the Undcrjiround llailmad. Al 
any rale we shall he i;lad to have him passed round a little while by the. 
Press, in order that we may find o\it whether he is a proper person to be 
at large.

'10ME yenr$ since, jMr. lieiiben Salisbury, then of Sandy 



kj Creek, in this county, disposc»l of his prop(;rty, and, witli 
his family, roinovcd to Virginia, whore ho tnifjaycd in tho 
busincAS of farming, and whore lie led a penccahlo and pt'acc- 
fuJ life, until the unfortunate occurrence at Ilarpcr'rf Ft;rry. 

was a quiet man, a member of the lJapti,<t church, and 
e^'^timablu in all the relationsi of life. Though jiot an advocate 
of, nor an apolu^^nst for. the institution of .Slavery, he was a 
man who attended to hid own business, m(;ddling with no- 
bcMly's slaves, and questioninj^ no man'.s privilege to hohl 
them, if he wn.^ satisfied tliat it was right to do so. He was 
a man of rare integrity and moral worth, charitable, tolerant 
— in .-{hort, a good man. Well, a short time since, a com- 
plaint wn.'J lodged against this gt-ntleman, who is now about 
sixty years of sige, some kind (»f a process obtained, and about 
twenty of Virginia's ehivalric sons dt![iufed to execute it. 
Then' were all armed, and, visiting the premises in a body, 
they had no serious dilliculty in ca[)lunng IMr. Salisbury. A 
.search was then instituted for evidence to sustain the charge 
that had been jirefcrred against him. Ilis hou>.e was ran- 
sacked from cellar to garn;t : every nook juid cranny was 
pe«'red info, atul his private papers fumbled over, .nnd the 
hunt Jirid well-nigh proved fruitless, when a few copies of the 
Albany Kvi.'uing Journal, whii-h had bin;n sent to him by his 
friends in Sandy Creek, w«;re discovered, and the venerable 
old man was hurried olV to jail. Here he remjiined sevtrral 
d.iys, but was rmally admitted to bail, and by the .ndvice of 
friends, WM induced to quit his home in the Old Dotninion 
and the State of his adoj.tion. He returned to Sandy Creek 
last week, flis farm in Virginia he .ndverti-^es fur sale at 
auction, and expects il will go at a sacrifice of from two to 
three thousand dollars. So much for \'irginia justice. Wo 
ought to add, that the magistnite before whom Mr. Salisbury 
was arniigned belonged to tho f^amc church witli that gentle- 
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miin, for that will phow the kiiui of Christinnity th'jy hsivo 
down in tiuit ^ectioii. This occurrence ha-; ciraiod coni^itlor- 
nble sensation and no Uttltj in<iij;nation among IVIr. tSali.shm'y'a 
former neii^iiljor;; and friend-!. And is it remarkable that if 
should ? Turning to the Constitution of the United vStntes, 
and Icarninj; that the oliject of that in.ftrunu'nt, according to 
the preamble, was to '* establish justice " and " .secure the 
bhrs.sings of liberty," they very naturally ask themselvM if 
" liberty " and ''justice " lu.ve not, in thi,-? instance, been ruth- 
le,<sly trodden under foot ? John Brown and four otherrf 
were adjudged guilty of murder, and have been cxecuti^l, for 
their attempts to run bltick men out of Vtn/imci ; what is the 
ofl'ence of those other men who are engagt'd in running tchitc 
men out of the State ? If it be ft high crime to seek to de- 
prive Slaveholders of their property, is it a justifiable pro- 
ceeding to divest non-Slaveholders of theirs ? Are doings of 
tliis sort calculated to increiise our respect for the Union, to 
nllay the Anti-Slavery feeling at the North, and bring us over 
to the faith of those who are opposing what they term ** sec- 
tionalisni"? A*as the time indeed come when people living 
South must .«top reading Northern newspapt;rs ? Shall wc 
of the Free States be denied the privilege of sending papers 
to our friends who have gone South to resitle ? Shall wc 
stop corresponding with them, lest we get them into difliculty ? 
We cannot reconcile the,se things with our notions of jus- 
tice. If a man leaves New York :uid l.-ikes up his residence 
in. Virginia, wc expect he will conform to the laws of the lat- 
ter Slate, 'iud in so doing he ought to be protected in his 
person atul projierty, and we think he would be, if tlie head 
of the government cared as much for the' right-* of freemen 
as for the wishcii of the Slavrholding oligarchy ; in other 
Words, if our Federal Kxeculivc was an impartial ruler. 
Such a ruler may we not hope to elect in 18G0 r — Pulaski

E lm\ e Svcn how s^rcwffcra, who tl.irc to di.-sscnt, or arC: 
stispcctctl of cli.'?,'<enting, from the monstrous Dem- 
ocratic doctrine of the Divinity of Sluvcry, nru univtirsally 
received in iu-i region 5outh of Jfason unci Dixon',> Lino — 
how citizens of the Northern States, transient traveilen?, and 
jjorsons of foreign birth have been inhospitably expeUed or 
barbarously maltreated in Siavtdio'ding sections of our 
" Common Country/' whoso Cinsiitution, as wc often boast, 
guarantees to every one of ii?, every where, the most unfram- 
iiiel!s,(d liberty of speech, unobstructed liberty of travel, and 
inviolable freedom from unlawful arrt-sl.

Docs 
riavcry demand the sacrifice of these jirecious and funda- 
jKjntal guarantees ? Down It must go, then, and tlmt right 
speedily ! 

But it is not against Northerners, or podlers. or foreign- 
ers alone that the Slave Power directs its vengeance.

secuted by it, when ihey dure to lisp, or arc suspected of 
entertaining n conscientious doubt of the rigblfulness of tho 
great Crime of Human Slavery.

From the Cincin- 
nati pajwrs of that date, and subsequently, the following 
biicf history of their crime and its punishment is com- 
piled : 

" Madison county, from which these exiles have Ui«S arrived, lien east 
of ihp centre ot Kcnto. k.v. and in \SM had a toul paptijation of fifteen 
r.jousand *rvcn >utnjrrti .t:id twenty seven, of whieh five tUnusand ihrco 
hundred und ninety -three were Mavt«, and sixij-fuur free colored. The 
nctilmient of Ueren, for «u»i(e time ;ja»i, has tieen a centre for Anti- 
•Slavrry UJCU ; Ucv. John <i. l-'ee, ait delejtafc uf the .-Vmerican Mi«»inn- 
ary Union, haviuK.organised several churches, on strict .Vnti-.Slavcry prin- 
ciple*. .\. »eminary, in which .\nii-.Slavery doctrines were laujtht, wa« 
abo eMablished about a year since, and at the lime of the outbreak at 
Harper's Terry was in successful operation. It is here prnj>er to remark, 
that both Mr. Vec and his associates have constantly tlisavMwctl alt desire 
to interfere with .Slavery, or to brinj; about its dest'ruriinn by anv except 
moral means. Uej*ardin« it as contrary to the leachinjjs of the New Tes- 
tan>enl, they believe .Scriptural truth the best refutatinn of its claims. 
On various t'lccasions the people of Uerea have been subjected to attacks. 
Mob \.:vr, vituperation, and lejjal processes have in uin\ been tried in vain. 
They uave xeahnisly njaintaincd their rijjht tn attempt to modify the in- 
stitutions of their' native Mate by peaceable means', and nersceution 
seemett mfasurably to have subsidfd, when the events of the I7th of 
Ortfeber ealletl into new life the suspicion with which th«^y had been viewed. 
On the 10th «f December, a n>ertinij was held at Hi' h'inond, the capital 
of Madison cmntv, at which it was resolvvd to hold another meetinji on 
the ITth, to ciinsuler the propriety of removing Kcv. Messrs. Fee and 
UoRcrs, and oiht-r* assiicisted with the«\ — first, because their association 
w.ns of an incendiary character ; second, bcciuse their principles were at 
war wiih the best interests of the eonjnniniiy, and their positions destruc- 
tive to all organiied society. A Committee on resol\ilions was also ap- 
notnted. Pursuant to adjournment, the second meeting: was held on the 
I7ih, in the Court Uousu "at Uichmond. The C'omunttee appointed at the- 
la»t mcrtint* reported, throus^h K. U. Stttite, an address ajul resolutions, in 
which, after staling that everv plan for emant ipalion that had as yet been 
iiug5jested, invohed insuperable objections, and that the llereans acted an 
Abolition emissaries, ana believed in a hiRher law, and a baptism of fire 
and blood, it is asserted that one of their number (meanintj Mr. Fee) 
had lately proclaimed publii-ly in New York liii synipathv for John 
lirown; assettinjt th»t llrowns' were nredrd in KmtnrUy. The address 
jjaes on to say that the obn«\i'itis persons had "'>t-ibli*h!-d a sch<«il free 
fur all colors -~a district »<-hi>ol, ilr.i\»im: ii* rfi;ttl;ir (pmta from the pub.

nesday. the "ilst iu^t., ji ten ii'cli«ck, A. .^I., to coii'.ult ai to the manner 
of their prwveedin^i in carrtini; out the above ic*oltilioiis. 
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The Commitlec of iiixiy-ljYc met ouAViHlncsilay, thc2li:,to consider the 
best incAns to riit the can'ununity of ihr associali'on. The Committee met 
ill secret, fcsrinii that in the Jxcitcmetit which prevailed among the cit- 
izens many might be infJui-ctl to fjo to extremes. 

On Fridny the Cominittne ng-.iin met, this lime mounted 
juul in imitbrnj, anil proccctltMl to Bcrca. On arriving tlicrc 
t'lMV wert! drawn up in double lile in front of tiic residence 
of Mr. Hogorrf, who thus describes )ii.>! inlorvicw with tlicm : 

" lie was in his cottajje when a snmntons for him to appear wan heard. 
On {{"1)1$; to tlic ilocir, he disrorrrcd an imposinj; cavalc-ide, sixty-five 
well-mounted mt-n being drawn »ip in warlike array. He was informed 
that tie had ten day* in which to leave the State. This wait on the 23d 
Dccemhpr. He toltl them that he had not consciounly violated any law 
of th*; Conunonwealth, and that, if he had imconiscifjiisly done »o, he 
would l>e njONt happy ti> be tried according to law. He wa-; informed that 
they did not know thai he hail violated any law, but that hi* principles 
Were ineompalilde with the nnblic peacr, .nnd that he mntt go. The 
charge against him was Abolitionism — the penalty, expulsion from the 
Slate. Xo harxh or personally diireupccifiil lang»r.ige was used. He was 
even told, wiih ntnch courtesy of word and manmcr, that he was esteemed 
as a gentleman, bm his presence was olfcnsive on account of his prin- 
ciples. They laid it down as an axiom, that such sentiments as he enter- 
tatnctl were not to be loleratctl by a 81«vchQlding people ; that Abolition 
doctrines and Slaveholding were not to be permitted iogcit4cr; that one or 
the other must go under, and that Ihev were resolved he and his friends must 
go. They warnt?d him jwaccably ; fcut any amount of force ncces»;»ry to 
carry out the object of the Kichmond meeting v.-cmld be unhesitatingly 
.mploycd. They anpearcd now in peace ; but, if he did not heed the 
warning, they wmtld reappear for war. The Committee represented the 
wealth and respeciabiliiy of Madison county, and was sustained for Uio 
most part by public sentiment." 

Tliis Cunmiittce, probably ashamed of their cowanlice, 

resolved that tlicir conduct j^liould receive the indorsement 

of the whole community. This is how they procured it, 

according to tlie Ciucinnati Commercial : 

"A paper was circulated through the countv for signatures, (orcr seven 
hundred of which were obtained,) indorsing iKc action taken by the Rich- 
mond n»ceting, and expressive of the sense of the community, that the 
Abolitionists must be driven out. Those who had charge of this paper do 
not secn^ to have had any objections lo procuring signatures under false 
pretences. \ Slaveholder was called on, and asked whether he approved 
of the John Hrown foray. Of course he Bai<l he did not. He was then 
told to sign that paper. JIc did so; and when he fcund out the nature of 
the document, and the real object of obtaining his signature, he was in- 
dignant, and wished to withdraw his name, but was deterred by threats 
from doing so. Ko signatures to this paper were obtained in tlip imme- 
diate vicinity of Rerca except in this way — a fact which indicates that the 
neighbors of the Freesoilers did not think then* dangerous citixens. 
There were some friends of the proscribed nersons willing to risk every 
thing and stand by them, but, knowing that fighting would be unavailing, 
they concluded to be without the Stale within the time assigned for ihcTr 
removal. And they are eonsequcnt'y t xiles in our midst, and afford a

JIatli.sc;. i'ounty, 
where it was "re*;oIvmI" that the expulsion of the Hcreanjs 
wau "necessary ami justiriabic ;" that m Abolitionist ha5 a 
right to establish himself in a SlsivehoUling community ; " that 
their own peace and tlic good of the <Slavc " demanded the 
expul.'^ion of Kov. James 8. Davis, (n co-worker with Rev. 
John G. Fee,) hmnise ** he ha.s, Jis <vc arc informod, recently 
received for circulation a large number of nclpcr*,«J Compen- 
dium of the Imjiending Cri*^i!5 of the South — a book, m the 
estimation of this meeting, dangerous iu its spirit and tendcn- 
eicji;" and therefore " that hi;< presence and residence among 
m arc highly objectionable." A Committee of seven was 
apj)oinicd to notify Mr. Davis to leave within seven days, or 
*• sutler ihn conseipicnces of non-compliance therewith. Duty," 
ihcy add, " s)afcty, and the interest of the community com- 
pel us to YiisoH to means alike painful to uf», and hazard- 
ous to him.** 

On January 20, a meetirig was held at Brooksville, of tiic 
citizciu*! of Bracken and Merrer counties, "for the purpose 
of considering the propriety of allowing Johti G. Fee iV. Co., 
and others of like cltanicter, to settle among us." Ke^olutions 
were adopted, di:clafi«g John G. Fee ami John G. Hanson, 
who had been expelhrd fron^ IJerea, " enemies of the Slate — 
dangerous to the security of our live-? and property 
" earnestly entn.'uring" them to leave, but threatening physi- 
cal force if they refused to obey; and ordering, without 
entreaty or otherwise, " J. l\. Mallett, e. school teacher in 
District No. 27, and Wyatt Itobinson and 0. H. Iloleman," 
to move at the same time. A Committee of Fifty were 
appointed to notify the I'^ivu Kriemies of the State to le^ive 
it. The fourth Uesolution indicates the opinion of this mob 
of gentlenien respecting freedom to worship God in one's 
own ftLshion : 

"That \rc deprecate the u«e of a ch'ircli, kiiovni ai iho Free Church, by 
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Abolition nreacliPM ; nntl wp now »olfm>il.v*drciarp iVa'l wc wAl re«!«i, by 
aU pOKiiibiQ means, the accu}]>'ing natd church, by nuch iuccncUcry 
pcr«on»." 

The Cincinnuii Kiujuiror, (Democratic,) of January 81, 
thus nnmvtcs ihft t:n<l of this mtivcmcnl : 

In ftccortJsncc vriih the rrsolutionn adojjlctl at the IJrackcn countjr 
mcrtinit, a Conunitice rcj>fiJ»pniint{ the oruani'^J in«b, procrctlcd on 
Tb«r««lay, the 25ih injt,, to the wurk a«i«ijj««-tl ihirm, and noiified Kce, 
Han»on, MaUcii, Uoieman, Hubinunn, (irifOtxon, and (Iriitin, that they 
n»u*t be without the 8iaie «n or bv the •tih of February next. They 
AJMkumed an a»lt)ni»hinjt amount of jjonjj>"»ity. Sueh wa« the power a*- 
Runicd by then», that they pa«»ed through the loU-Rate, and infurmed the 
keeper thai " ihl« cumpany paid no toll." They f5r»t niei in Ocnnan- 
ta«n, and proceeded in a body to the re»idence of Mr. John IlumlonR, 
and called for J. II. Maltett. lie came out within a few uteps of th« 
company, when the Chairman, Dr. llradford. called out in a »tein voice, 
a( follow* : " Walk this way, Mr. Malletl ; don't have any fear*, we don't 
intend to hurt you." Mr. Slallrtl replied, " No, he exneeted not : he wa« 
in the company of gentlemen, he »upp«>*ed." Dr. lUaofiird read the re«o- 
lulion*, and a»ked, " Do yovj intend to leave ? " Mr. Malletl replietl, that 
he had ^aid he intended to do iiu. Mr. Malic it a»krd the priviie(*c of 
makinjt a few rnnark«, but wavtold that thi n«»b had no tin>c to H»ten. 
Mr. liumlonK a»ked. ami wa« aluo denied thi« jirivilejte. However, he 
made the inijuiry, What wa» thin for ? Thev replied, for leachinjt incen- 
diary and in««rte«tional ntntiment*. Mr. ll. »aid he would »av, lo the 
contrary — the teaehinK had alway* been that of peace. They inen pro- 
ceeded to 0. (1. I!an-«%'«, and in the name pontpoun manner notified hi* 
»on lo leave. Mr. J. (». Hawnon codeavored lo jjet a hearinff, but lo no 
uitrpune. In thin mob were »ome of hi» relation*. They nest called at 
Mr. Vincent Hamilton'n, father-in-iaw of John G. Fee. Mr. Fee lold 
them he had intended to leave, vet in their notice he recognized no riKhl 
to re«jt)irc htm to leave. He a^ked the mob to pause a moment, but the 
Chairman ortlered ihent lo proceed. He wa« previously told that he wa« 
wnart enouuh to keep out of the hand* of the taw, ani( this was the only 
course to yet him out. As one of the mob passed, Mr. Fee extended hi* 
hand and said, "Do you approve of this action ?" "Yes, I do," was the 
reply. "Well," said' Mr. rep. "wc took vows topelher in the same 
chureh. I expected difTerent thinjjs of iron," In that mob were school- 
male*, parents of schoolmates, and lifc-lt'ttR actjuaintances. From this 
they proceeded to the re»idcnec i>f Mr. John D. C»ref»|*, where Mr. Hole- 
man was stopplnK, in feeble hea^ih, and notified him. without a show of 
ttuthftrlty from any previous me k tinj:, and ordered him, peremptorily, to 
be without the Stsi'te by the -ith of February next. 

Fee is a n»ini»ter, and welt known as beinR an earnest man, 
and esteemett bv alt who love and admire an honest man. J. ft. Hanson 
l» A citiiten of llerca, from whence he had been driven, and was visitinj? at 
his father's. He had never l>een charfted with a crime, unless it was his 
honfsiy! C. K. Gritlln is also a Derean, and is noted for his uutct, peace- 
aWe chararter. Mr. f*riflin is a quirt, unpretending laborer, and has alwajf* 
been noted fur his amiable disproiiisin. He is a poor man. and this blow 
Is felt very severely by him and his family. He is driven fron> the land of 
his nativity, the scenes of his childhood, and all his friends. C). H. Hole- 
man ha» formerly been employed as a school teacher, but has vtol been 
vnK>lt<M\ in tenchmK this winter on account of nnor health. He is a nativo 
of Ohio. J. IJ, Malleit has laufsht I.oru»l Academy school for »»early three 
years. Tlie school has the reputation of beins one of the best ia the 
country. Xotwithntanding: the school closed m<i*i abruptly, he rcccivetl a 
certificate of respect, signed by the patrons of the institution. An ' vxfittL

With almost nnantmouit rii»h, the 
ma«i> (jaihr.-c-d rV'i:;i the two eountiev, (I am near the Mason eounly line,) 
and ten dvtd to drive me out.

ri'^HK Korthern fiettspaper* h.nvc recenily rejiubli*hei| n brief iwrattraph 
I from ibe Ch.irle»ton >tercury, annoiuirin}{, in a very nnm-halaiit nivlc, 
that n workman enjjajjetl on the State Hmise in ni)liti:jbl.->, S. Caroli'iia, 
Vfa* recenlly »eixe(l bv a »job, on aecnnnt, an wa* allf{{eil, of hnU}in{{ .Vnti- 
Starcry upittinn:', ajitl that he recelvetl t»veniy-nine la»he*, nnd «as tarred 
and feathered, and escorted out of the .State! It took a verv few line.* to 
tell thi* Ktory, arenrdinii to the sivle of the .Soothcrn jirexn ; (iir it i* a trail 
of .Southern chivalrv first to (»rartl»e cruelty, an»l then tounjipres* the fat-It. 

We have fcfU thU uu.'ortiinate man, and heard hi* .itory, aJid looked nl 
)th wounds. His namr i% Jama I'ower. lie is an iutflJiKrnt yoiuitt »nan, 
about twenty-three ytar* of asje, a native of Wexftird, IrrlantI, and a 
stonecutter by trade. He wt-nt from I'hiladeljdiia to the .South, and 
obtained emjdoymi'Ul in Cohitnitiia, where he had worked for nine ntunihu. 
The onlv ojuitiuu he ever esnre*^ed ajiain^t Slavery wa», that it canned a 
white laborer in the South to be looked njion a* an inferior and detrraded 
man. Dui this wa* enouRh! The remark wa» reimrted to the Vi(»ilanco 
Comfiiittee, (composed of twelve mendjer*,) who immediately ordered tho 
police to nrresl him. He wa» xeixed two mileii away from town, in 
•tIcinptinK io escape. He vtm brought back, nnd put in a cell, where ho 
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remained for three (lny», during which time he was tlenied the vi«e of pen 
and ink, nmi all commimication wijh hi« fri^mk oiitjii'lc. At length he 
wn« taken before the Mayor. Four nerKcum apjicaretl, and bore tc»iimony 
to the reinurk which he had made. The evidence wa* eonelusive. He wa» 
relumed to prison, and kept locked up for »ix days. During ihi* tin»e, he 
was allowed only two scanty meaU a day, and the food was carried to hint 
by n nearo. He was then taken out of jail in the custody of two marshals, 
who said to him, " You are so fond of ni^jjers lhai we are goin^ to give 
you ft nifjfter etcort." He was led ihroURh the main street amid a great 
crowd, hootinji and yelling, the marshals comi^cUiuK two negroes to drag 
him through the puddles and muddy places of the street, and of the State 
House yard ! As he was taken past the Slate H<nue, three tnemhcrs of 
the I^{(isUiure. includinjj the Speaker, stood Sookinf; on and laughinjj ! 
The crowd ttraduaUy increased, until it numbered several thousand per- 
sons, headed by a troop of horse, .\fier a march of three miles out of^ the 
cily, to ft place called the "Junction," the procession was stopped, and 
preparations were made for punishment. The populace cried, " Ilrand 
nim ! " " Ihirn him ! " " .Spike him to death ! " and made threats afjainit 
his life by poinlinf? pistols at his head and flourishiuK slicks in his face. 
The Vigilance Committee ordered him to strip himself naked, and forced 
a ncRto to as.\i).i in taking off the clothes. A cowhide was then put into 
the ncttro's hands, who was ordered to ».-iy on thirty-nine lashes, (not 
twenty-nine, as reported,) and to draw blood with every stroke. Our 
Informant describes the pain of this infliction as cxceedinj^ in severity 
any thing which he ever suffered before. His back and lower limbs arc 
still covered with th«? scars of the wounds. \ bucket of tar was then 
brought, and two ncfjroes were ordered to rub it ujKin his blccdinx skin, 
and to cover him from head to waist. His hair and eyebrow* were clotted 
with the tar, .\flcr this part of the ceremony was conciudc.-l he wass eov- 
crcd with feathers. His pantaloons were then drawn up tu his waist, but 
he was not allowed to put on his shirt or coat. He was esijtducted, in this 
exposed condition, aiuul tlw shouts of the populace, to the railroad train, 
and was put on hoard the ncRro's car. The engineer blew a CRntinuoun 
blast on his whistle to siftnaliitc the performance. A citijtcn of Charleston 
en the train, who saw the poor fellow's unhappy condition, stepped into a 
nei«hborins{ hotel, before the starting of the cars, and brought a cup of 
coffee and some biscuits to relieve the sufferer's fajnincss. It \n» a 
timely gift, and gratefully received. But the Southern chivalry gathered 
around the Southern gentlennn, and threatened him with summary ven- 
geance if he repeated his generosity. The exasperated crowd detained 
the train, and called for more tar and feathers, for a further infliction 
upon their bleeding victim. More tar was brought, but more feathers 
could not be found ; and after fresh tar was applied, cotton was stuck 
upon it instead! When the train started for Charleston the mob bade 
him uood-by, and told him that when he reached that cily he would receive 
one hundred and thirty lashes! .\l cverv station betwetrn Columbia and 
Charleston the engineer blew a prolong'-tf whistle, and gnlhered a mob to 
add fresh in«itlts to the wounded man. At leuKth, on arriving, he was 
met by the polii-^c, conveyed to prison, and detained in his cell for nn 
entire Week. Ht-rc- he received, for the first time, soap and water to wanU 
off the tar, .ind oil to soften his sores. .\ n»i>b several limes ihrealened to 
break into the prison to carrv him nut into the street, and make a public 
speclacle of him a second lime. Jlut he was kept closely confined. .V 
physician called to see him, to examine His wound*, who told hinj thai his 
ease was a mild one. comparing it with that of a man who w:i« then lying 
in the Cily Hospital from the cffecu of five hundred lashes, which had 
almost put an end to his life ! On Saturday nmrning last, at seven o'clock, 
the poor workman was taken from prison and conducted quietly on 
board the Blcamcr for New York. He arrived in this city on Monday 
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last, where he »« sUH «tay5nft, Twovfrinjj from the cfTpcU of h«« UUlrcat- 
inrnt, au<l ItKilcjns for wnr'k, which wp hope he nuy fitid- Wc have only 
onr co)iu»rn( ta maiic nu thi« ca<e. ThU man infurmr4 u* UtAt, in cam- 
mon with »hc jtrrat was* of Iri«hiH<rit in ihi* cowntry, he had ahvay* voicd 
with the Dfwocraiic party. He hatl lang ):nui«u in I'hilatlrlphia thai the 
Dcmueratic parly uphelU SSJavery, but he never leantet), until he went to 
{jouth CaroUna, that ,Shmy t^rutheU xUv white labarer, an4 that the Dem- 
ocratic party, in upholtUnj* ^tlavery, i* therefore the rneKty of lrt»hn«e«i, 
whn arc a natiun af lab«>rcr«. In th« .Souihcrn 8tale«. w-tirk loakcu 
upon a» ninhunorahte, aa4 worknsen a» dejjradcd, Tlii* i* \vl»at an Irirfi 
•tpnecttttcr learneti while cuttinj; stone in Siiuth Carolina. Wc htn^c the 
le^an of hi* experienw niay reach the ear< of hi* countryiucu!

"VioitANCH, Passengers from Aiiti«»ta report that an Al-ojitionijit 
wan tarred anU feathered m that city on Friilay. lU* name i< rcj>re»cntcU 
to be James Crangale, recently from Citlnmbia." 

Mr. Crangale arrived in thi* city, from Charleston, on .Saturday last, in 
the steamer Nashville. His story we have from hi« own M\>\ and we 
think it may be rej^ealed to the edification of Mr. OTonor's countrvmen 
who believe SLivery to be an excellent Institution, and who vote the l)em- 
omllc ticket, and for the information of tho*e Union-Savins gentlemen 
who have debts to collect on aceoimt, or under j.i,i};«>enl», at the South. 
Mr. J.imcs CranKale is by birth an irishman, .^'lucated to the law, who 
cmi{;rated to this country about two and a half years since, lleinj* under 
the necessity of eaminj; a livelihood, he made an engagement, soon after 
his arrival in thie city, to po as clerk into the establishment of Messrs. 
Gray Jt Turlcv, dry goods merchants, Savant^sh ai d Augusta. After a 
brief stay in '.lie fonner place, in the employment of Messrs. (tray S Tur- 
ley, he was sent by them to the establishment at Augusta, when thwy 
refused to retain him longer in their service. He returned to f>;t.vannah, 
where he soon obtained the {.dace of Deputy Clerk to the Court of Ordi- 
nary, of Chaiha.'n county, Oa. Since that time he ha< lived quietly, 
unobtruxively, and inoffensively, bu»v with the duties of his olKce and tn 
qualifying himself to be admitted to tne bar. With the subject of Slavery 
he never meddled, and never, in any way, expressed an opinion in regard 
to it. Feeling, however, that he hsd been unjustly dealt with by Messrs. 
Gray Turley. who had intluced him to go .South, and had then broken 
the engagement between them, without regard to the consequences that 
might ensue to hin». a stranger, and friendless, in a strange land, he sued 
them for his salary under the contract. The suit was brought in a .lus- 
tice's Court, and a decision given in his favor. Appeal was made by 
Messrs. Gray A Tnrley to the .Superior Court, where the decision of the 
Court below was ctmfinnetl, and judgment granted against the defrndants. 
TliU end, however, wag not gained without son>e difticuUy. Three lawyers 
successivelr threw up his case, after delaying it for several months, and 
he at length carried iiis suit through, and brought it to a successful issue, 
bv acting as his own counsel. But even here was net an end to the legal 
obstacle* in the way of justice. With the judgments in his hand, he went 
to one after another of the ofSeers of the law in Savannah, but could find 
none who could execute the dutic; of their oflice against a well-known, 
infiucntial, and wealthy house in benalf of a poor and friendless Iri.«hman. 
lie appealed to the Solicitor-General, Julian Hartridge, to lay the conduct 
of these delinquent odicials before the Grand Jury, but it was* only to meet 
with R refusal from that gentleman, on the ground that an indictment 
against them would also involve one against the ali4irneys for the defend- 
ants- Hopeless of redress in .Savannah, Mr. Cramrale went to Augunta, 
trusting that in that place, where Messrs. Gray A' Turley are holders of 
property, he should be aule to find ofHcers who w«>u{d serve the judgment 
of the (Tuurt against them. On his arrival he wtni te the irniied Stales 
Jiiitrl, kep^ by .^Ie»sr,». Jjobev .V Mosher, and took a room. In the cciursc 
of the evrning he was waited upon by a man, calling himself Jnhn N> illr, 
who invited hin» out upon the sidewalk in fr.>nt of the Ut»te!. and ihets- said 
to him that, understanding him to be an .\boli:i(ini<5, he, NVillv, on b'^half 
«tf the Vi^tilane-e Conuuittee, direeteil him to leave town immetliately. Mr. 
Cranjiale at once refine<l to act on this order. He was there, he saici, for 
the purpose simply "f collecting money due on a judgment of the .^Jiiperior 
Court, and for nnUitng else; and that if they muld prove him to }«• an 
Aluditionist they ncre wrleome to han« him. He wa» pernutted, then, to 
return to the bar-room of the hotel, where he prrsenily related the sum- 
mon* that had been served upon him, and the C"t;ver«aliou that ensued. 
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Thereupon, Jamct Hu^hey, the bar-kecjior, came forward, ami »ta(c^ that 
he knpvf that Crangalc was an .-VbtiHlipnisl ; thai he had thin information 
from Andrew tJray, who said that " (:f,tngalc wa« a damned Ahuli;iuiui>l 
and rancal, and ought to be jiul o\v. of the way." Mr. Crangale ag^in 
dsnied the alU-galion. He understood now, however, the »'>uree and 
meaning of the acc\i«iati»n, for Andrew Orav i% a brother of the senior 
partner in the hou^p of (Jray & 'i'urJey. About two o'ch>ck that ni^ht, 
when anlecj) in bed, hi» room was orokcn into by three constables, namrd 
Krerctt, KinjJi and Ilainsay, accom|»anied by about twenty of the Vtgi- 
lance Committee, who arrc»tetl him. The^ draRgcd him out of bed, and, 
after taking from him his overcoat at»d vahsc, hurried him off to jail. Tuc 
next day he was waited upon by atiother constable, one Ford, who de- 
ntandcd hi* keys, which he refused to give up. Ford assured hin* that 
if no .■Vbolition documents were found in his posssssion, he would be dis- 
charged : but if the charge against him should be proved, he would h« 
hung up at the prisnu pates by the Vitjilance Committee. To ]^)ersist In 
refusing to give up his keys, tord assured him, would be constdered as 
etiuivalent to a confe.^sion'uf gniU, and he should call the Committee to 
execute speedy judgment. Under these threats, he had no alternative but 
to comply with the demand for the keys, and surrender them. In iho 
crening of that dav, Mr. Olin, a Justice of the I'cacc, called upon him, 
and informed him that Mr. Foster Ulodgct, Jr., the Mayor of .\ugusta, had 
filed an aftidavit against him, which was sudkient to swear away ten li\t*, 
if he had so many. This formidable document, which Mr. Olin showctl 
him, asserted that he, the Mayor, had been informed and believed that th»» 
errand of Crangale at the South was to stir up an insurrection aiucng the 
slaves, and that he was doing so; that he had asserted that the slaves 
would be justitied in tising ^ijainst their masters \ that the people of the 
Korth would be justified in puttinjj arms into the hands of the slaves ; that 
the people of Massachusetts were justified in aiding and arming the "nig- 
gers" at Harper's Ferry; and that he, the Mavor, was prepared lo prove 
these assertions. Mr. Crangale met these charges with a fiat denial. 
He assured Mr. Olin that the whole story was a falsehood, a fiction from 
beginning to end ; that he had never held and had never uttered any such 
sentiments. Mr. Olin fhere«tpiiu informed htm that hie trial would take 
place the next day, and advised him to send for and engage as his counsel 
Col. Cumming, a well-known lawyer, and one of the most respectable and 
influential citixens of Augusta. The advice was taken, and Col. Cum- 
ming npidied to. He called that evening, and, after listening to Mr. 
CranK>tle s statement, to his honor be it said, consented to defend the case. 
All this lime, it should be remembered, the prisoner was held vmder no 
legal process, but, ihjujjh confined in the city prison, and visited by the 
officers of the law, was sitnplv in the custody of the Vigilance Committee. 
The next morning he was ordered into Court, and on his way thither was 
arrested al the suit of she .Slate, on a charffc of endeavoring to Incite an 
insurrcciion nmojig the slaves, and was arraigned before Justices Olin and 
I'iquct. The statute of the State, which provides the {lenalty of death for 
the crime with which the prisoner was charged, was read, when Col. Cum- 
ming moved that the case be carried to the JJuperior Court, which would 
sit the latter part of January, and tlv.->l the r '"">ner be remanded to take 
hislmt at that time. He gave as J-.is rea*" ri« for this motion, that the 
present trial was held, in fact, by the Vigt'. -vce Committee, who alone 
constituted the audience, ajul who would ha;»g the acc»iscd then and there, 
if the slightest shadow of suspicion could attach to him. Mr. Crangale 
himself, however, arose and opposed this moiiun. Strong in his own inno- 
cence, he wished the trial to proceed, and did n- 1 fear the result. The 
witnesses were thsn called and examined. Thi; were Charles M'Calla, 
John Neilly, wVllen Davy, Thomas T. Fogarty, and James Hughes, the 
bar-keeper at the United States Hotel. Their evidence, however, was

He promptly 
chose the latter, and at the end of half or three quarters of an hour came 
In, drenching wet. He was met by a laugh, and a remark by the ovc.*«6cr, 
thai perhaps he did * not like to see such fun.' His only reply was, thai 
be did ntit, and noihinfr more was said on the subject. The next day a 
saddled horse was brought up to the door, and hit was Informed thal'hc 
could leave that (lart of the country. Ue was Informed that he could ride 
Into JCatchfx, and leave the horse and saddle at a particular livery stable. 
With true British pluck, he refused lJ;c service of the animal, and \ra)kc<I 
to Natchex on foot, and soon made hit way back to Galena."

milE POST OFFICE is a National InstittUion, micl, 
X ihetcfore, it shoald bo free to the nation. The North 
huH to bear by far the larger portion of the bunion of ita 
mnintenancc ; for the South does not pay the expenses that 
nre incurred within the !imii5 of its own territory. Surely, 
then, from ti sense of justice, as well a* in I'ccompen'ic of a 
Constitutional ri}*hl, the South duiuld cheerfully nccord to 
the North the free and untj-annnellod use of thi,^ " Domestic 
Institution." But the Oligarchy of 3i6,0-t8 Slavettuislers, 
who coniitd the Federal Government, have oihcrwii?c de- 
creed. Mail robberies have become, from their frecjuency, 
daily incidents of Southern life; and these unserupuloun 
thetX'5 have recently received the sanction of the highest 
otficial authority, Ijistead of attending to the duties of their 
office, the huuffry and muliitudinousi army — nearly 40,000 
in n»!mber — of postmasters and chirks, attached to the In- 
stitution, and fed by the North, mor« frequently spend their 
time in trying to defeat her will, and in di^tscminatinp: doctrine* 
obnoxious to her. One of the abloit advocates of the Re- 
publican party — the N. Y. Tribune — has earnestly recom- 
mended the divorce of the Post Oillce Department from 
the National Government, Why sliould letters be convcywl 
by government any more tlum j)arcel!j? newspajjera and 
magazines any more than bags of coffee or barrt-is of flour? 
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Adftina's Exjircjw couhl do tho buaincsa fnr belter tlian 
Bachonan's want of expedition. 

In tho mean tJmo, however, let us »eo hotp the Post OHico 
18 at present comlucted in the Southern States.

A POSTMASTER in the county of Dotttlridjtc, In this «i«tc, wrote 
rec«nU]r to Oovemor WUe, tiskint; information mi to what (ii>rio«i- 
tlon he «houtd make of »Mch inrcndlarjr ncwspaptM «« Ihc Vfcwr 
York Tribune, ontl oih<t$ of thai mamp from Ohio, rcccivctl in thai 
county. Tfie Oovctnor referrctl the matter to John ItAndolnh Tuckrr, 
7i*a., the Attorncy-Opneral for thi» .State, and probably the ablcjit conoti* 
tttifona] laxryef in the Commonwealth, for hi« opinion. Mr. Tucker esntn* 
ined the .«i'.hje<«i tery carefuHy, and, as. will b« »ccn hy hid opinion, which 
I hercv-ith tran»mit, di»jm»etl MthfMtorilv of the apparent con^iet of 
ji>ri«4ictiofl between the State and' federal authorities involivd in ih!« 
question.

Sir : The quenlion l» nuhmitted to me for an o»inion a« to the e^eet of 
the law of \^r{t!nia upon the diniributicn of mail matter when it iit of an 
lRc«n4lary character. A ncwipajw-r, printed in the Jitatc of Ohio, prop- 
amiinK Abolition doiMrine*, ht »%ut to a person ihroujth a Von Omce in 
Vlnritna. What i» the duty of the l*o»i>fla»ter in the prewine^ ? 

The law of Yirsinia {Co4e of Va., chap. 198, pee. 24) provide* thai "if 
a Pottmnutter or wepuiy Po»lma»lef know that any niich hook or writing 
(referring to nuch a* adri»e or incite ncfftoi-* to rebel or make initurree- 
lion, or inculcats rethnance to the rijthl of property of mavter* in their 
dlaret) haa been reeelred at hit o(gc« in the mail, he nhsli give notice 
thereof to »on>e Juntice. who nhall inquire into the eircumfttanem, and 
have nueb book or WTiti%> burned in hi« preience : if it appear to him that 
the prr»pn to whom it wa« directed »ub»cr!bed therefor. ItnowJnj} It* char- 
acter, or rtfjreed to receive it for circttlalion to aid the nurpo*** of AMI- 
tloni«i«, the Juntiec fhall commit cuch perKon tit J»tt, If any PotitmAxirr 
.^r Deputy rn«tma«ter violate thin section, be ■halt be (inetl not exceeding 
two Iiuntfrett tlollsm." 

Thi< taw {« ohiisatery tipon evr ry Pojrtmaiiter and Deputy PontmaKter in 
the Comwonwpolih ; and at i» hui duty, u{Mn being aw^ro that such book 
or writing i« receimi at hi* oSice, to notify a JuAtice of the f|>ct, that he 
lasr lake the proeeedinK» pr««eribed in the section quoted. 

The State law is entlreir conitilutlonal, and docs not, properly con- 
sidered, ecnflict with the ^eder«l authority in the eiiiabiishment of Post 
0^ee« and Post Roads. This Federal pnwer to transmit and carry mail 
matter decs not carry with It the power to publish or to circulate. Tliis 
last U a Rrmit Stat* power, reserted and absolutely ncce^sarr to be main- 
tained as a security to its ciiluns and to their riches. If the States had 
wurreadered this power, it would, in these important particulars, have 
been at the mercy of the Federal authorities. 

With the transmission of the mail matter to the poiwi of its reception 
the Pethral rawer ceases. At (hat point, the power of the Stale becomes 
exsluslkv. Whether her cittiens sUsll receive the mall waiter is a ques- 
tion exetu«ively for her determination. Whatever her regulation upon 
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the »ubj«ct, U for her decUIon alonr, And no one can gAinsttj it llet 
■overcljtn right to make ll close* iho iloor to cavil mxA objection. 

It in true the Postmaster is an olUcer of the I'rtlcral Oovemmcnt, but 
it in e(|V)atiy Uuo he in a citixen nf (ho State. By takina iht tcderti o(Sco 
lit cannot avnid Itia rfwty a» a cillxcn ; nn«l the obU};ation to perfttmi tho 
duty of hln ofRcc cannot absolve him from obedience to the law* of bin 
Comwonvrcaltli. nor will they be four.<5 to conflict. The Slate, In the c«»o 
iiuppo?«d; holds the hand of her citizen from receiving what i« scut to 
him, and takes it herself. citixen has t)ie right to rcceivti an invitntlon 
to treason aftalnst the commands of his .Stale, and her law forbidding it 
and can mandinjj It to be burned, refers to the rijiht of the citixen to te- 
crlvp, not lo the riftbi of the Federal Tower to transmit and carry mail 
matter intended fur him, which he doc* not receive, only because the law 
of iho .Stale forbids it. 

I have no hesitation in saylns that any law of Conttress, impairinff 
directly or indirectly this reserved right of the State, is unconislitulional, 
and that the penalty of the {>tate law would bo imposed vipnn a I'ost* 
master oifendinff ARamsl it, though he should plcaa his duty to obey such 
unconstiiutlnnal net of Conercss. 

If there be a cAnfllcl, therefore, between the postal regxilations of 
ConjtroM and this law of Virttinia, it is because the former have Iran- 
•cenaett their tr^e constitutional limits, and have x.renehcd upon the re> 
«erv«l rightji of the State. In such case the citixen, though a Post- 
master, must tike care to obey the teintimate authority, and mil not bo 
exempt from the penalty of the State law by reason of any oblieation to 
perform the duties of a federal o<&ee, which arc made to invaae the re. 
served jurisdiction of the 5tat« in matters involving her safety and her 
peace. 

It is eminently important that tho jprovisiont of tho law in question 
should be Hgidly adhered to by all thfr I'ostmaiters in lh« State, and that 
tho Justice*, to whose notice the mailer may be brought, should Srmty 
execute the law whenever a proper ease presents itself for their decision.

builon at th« ofRce of which be has charge. 

To the lei;l<ir of inquiry from tho Postmaster of Fall* Church, the Po»t- 
mastcr-Oeneral replied as follows:

Sir : I am in receipt ^f tour letter of tho 'id Instant, in which, after 
referring to the opiniun of the Attort)ey-Oen«ral of Virginia suslaioing 
the constitutionality of the statute of that Sit i« denouneihg, under hft^xy 
penalties, the circulation of books, newspapers, pamphlets, Stn., tending 
tu incite tho slave population to insurrection, you ask to be instructetl as 
to yo»ir duty in reference to such ^ioeuments should they be rceelvcd 
through the mails for distribution at the Post Ofliee of which you ^lare 
charge.

Afttr 
the negro had edni}»lei.?d hi* t.-i!ik, old nro«i», who wa* unable to walk 
without s mm». htibbltng along, and commanded the Klav« to give 
\Mm faUf caaw f«r tally. Tho »»>! iiii|iii»itnr* theft marched the Mulicrers 
befere th«lf gtin* to the boat, and ithovcd it off, leaving them to row fifitrnn 
rule*, ftg^loitt the tide, t» their v».**!(*l. A. few tlay* after the tranitacitcn 
the mat« nbnwcd mc hi* Iwek, which was brui*«4 and cut from hi* neck to 
hU knetff, a* was also the e«*c with the other* who were flogged, "rho 
only rea*on given for commitUug thi* outrage wb*, that the captafti and

{teller}' responded to the sentiment with loud applaujc."

" A fearful traRcdy wa« enacted at ChapjicUS Depot, South Cnrolina, on 
the momlnjt of February Clh. It seenj* that a man callinjj him»elf Ja»«c« 
(?. Hunjrfnjr*! wa* oh.«erred prowUnK about the vicinity fwr several day*, 
httrin^ ttpjMrrnttif no rrcovnued frujiiim to liet.iin hitn in the jdacc. The 
Vigilance Committee wa'tthcd hi* moveujent* closol)-. He wa» (inaltr 
(racked, on Sunday nitJht (the 5lh), and the Conunittee, bcinjf vatijified of 
hi« evil intentionit, arretted htm, and upon examination, found any quantity 
of paper*, showing that he wa* one of Itrown*.* a»4iociatc«, with a com- 
miovion to Ro into all the South, with a view of corrnptinj; the mind* of 
tho ne)?roe(i, to make n« many convert* a* powiblc to the Abolition faithy 
and to induce a* many ntRroc* a* poy^ibte to decamp for the >i«rtlu 
eniirnct lem tUfiwd Mujfidriittf -.-.nd he wa» taken lJ»to aujiody and detained 
for the night. In the morninjc, he wan led forth in fr^nt of ChappcU'it 
lUitroad t»epf.t, and told Eo prqiarc for Irrtmcdiatc oxecniion. Tljcre were 
about fifty person* present, ml not one voice wa« rai*ed to »avc him from 
hi* tcrrltjle doom. After oiVerinjt up a lonjj prayer, the wretched man 
tt«ked to *ec » elercymftn. but there bctnc none present, ho called «m God 
to forgive the VitiUt.nce Committee, if iney were in ertor ; or if he wai 
the one who erred, to hare mercy on hi* soul. He wa* then mounted oa 
a ladder, a rop* with a jtlip-knot put round hi* n«;ck, the other end of 
which was drawn over the limb of a tree. At nine o'clock. A. M., the 
i.tdder wa* knocked from under him, hi* neck wa* broken, and in a few 
minute* he w* dead ! The body wa* left han^tinp to U«c tree until twelve 
o'cloek. the time al which the paMenger train i» due from Columbia. It 
wa« then cut down, and the ntottal remain* of Jame« C. Bunpng$ wcvo 
given to the medical ntudmt* for dissection."

To aK-sn^sinutc a ittrmtger, who^o 
only offence wn,«« thut he h.ttl ** afiutnntli/'* no rcoogtJtml 
bsir^inciw, is a htrighi of ,iavng« atrocity never prcvioiwly nt- 
taitjcd by hiunnn nuturti in nny civilisfd cotintry. It j« a 
mert^. fttul very flimj<y pretext thiit m wtts one of Brown'* 
iw5ocitttc5, " with ft com»ii.i^ion to go into nil the South ; " for 
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the Uiugnphwr of the hero of Ilnrpur'iJ Fccry, his family, and 
hk cotjfitlcntinl friends, assure uh that no such peroon cvur 
vifliilcd 'jithcr of iho Carolina/*. " Thu cvidunco w«a deemed 
flulHcicnt." This phrn^c proves flint tlia statement about tho 
papers found on his per^jon wa.«t an aficrihought ; for hftd 
8uch documents been found on him the writer would have 
employed a far elronger phrase. '* He called on God to for- 
give tho Vigilance Committee!" May this Christian hero 
yet fuid ft biogmpher who shall truly tmcc hia life mid death, 
and unearth the names of hia cowardly Bst^a^sina I

It i« «aid by thooo who witnetmt the whole procecdhig, that when 
the fellow got loo«« ho ran like a quarter najf."

Caldwell, and Wherry, and interrogated as to his political opin- 
ions, lie replied that he was a Know-Nothing, when his interrogatom 
chaiced him with being * lllack Uepubllcan or AboUttonWt,' and asked 
him if bo did not »vt.ipathi*e with Johv* Urown. To this he answered 
that he w<M a Uepublican; and as for John Urown, he * bcUcv»id tliatOov. 
\\*i«r» was as big a fool as he was.' Upon nwklnff this declaration, he wa* 
vlolcnlly seixccl by Season and Caldwell, a rope '..as procured, loojjcd, and 
thrown around ms neck, and tho dcuperadoe* immediately proceeded to 
strangle him, which they most tincjuestinnably would have Kucc«edcd in 
doing, had it not been for the interference of two men, nane4 Anivstrong 
and llcmer, who happened to be on the utrecl at the time. When Patter- 
son was rescued from his brutAt assailants, his face was black fr^w stran- 
gulation, and hU necU bruised and discolored by the abrasion of the rope,"
